1 i ' 1 ; ' 1 Money of Ihe Knited 
Slates IS III the form of promissor'y 
notes of two kinds, namely: Con- 
vertible or Coin Notes, and Incon- 
vertilde Notes. The former con 
sists of Gold and Silver Certificates 
and Treasn rv Notes, 

A (iold t'ertilicate is ;i note or 
bill containing a declaration to the 
effect that I hei-e has been, deposit- 
ed in tlie United Stat(>s Treasury a 
sufRcient amount of gold coin to re 
deem the certificate on dem,iiid o 
the holdei, A Silver Cei 1 ilie.-ue is 
a not<« or bill coiilaiiiiiii: the same 
declaration willi reference to silver 
(!oin. Treasury Not.e8 are mere 
pi'omises to pay in coin without 
speeifyjng gold or silver. Incon- 
vertible Notes are those which liear 
simply a promise to pay without 
reference to time or manner in 
which they shall be paid. 

National Bank Notes are ;i form 
of inconvertible paper-. These notes 
do not bear the promise of the 
irrovernment to pay, but that of the 
Bank by wliieh they are issued; 
tli<n' are sochkmI by eoveinment 
bonds deposited willi the I iiiled 
Si;iies Treasurer, and are payable 
on deni'ind. in some form of legal 
tender money, hut not necessai-ily 
coin. 

Thu.s it will be ssen that the 
jieople of ilu* rniled Stales are at 
present using four kinds of dollars — 
the LTold dollar, the silver tlollar, 
the paper dollai-s which may he 
exohange<l for coin. They circulate 
at par; that i«, the purchasing 
power of one is equal to tlio purchas- 
inu i>ovver of an v of t he ol hers. 

Coin is universally acknowledged 
to p s^ess •rrec'er intrin.sic worth 
than any other kind of money; so it 
would na'urally seem that its pur- 
cliasiiig power would be greater; but 
it must lie i'emcmbered that the pur- 
ch.isinu power of a iijiner dol ar is 
noi li;iN<'il upon iis own in intrinsic 
v.iliie, but upon ihe coin for wlii(di 
it is e.vclianiieable. 

The purcliasing power- of an 
inconvertible paper dollar, however, 
is based upon nothing butconfldence 
in the government. Such a note 
has no value In itself, nor is there 
any provision whatever made for its 
redeiiipliou in coin, \'ct such is the 
confldenoe in the u;overiiment's 
promise to I'eileem them at some 
time and in some manner not 
speeifle<l, that tliey are exchanged 
at par with the other kinds of paper 
money. Indi-ed. confidence is an 
element thiit enters largely into the 
valu<> of all money. We do not 
know that a good coin contains all 
that is claimed tor it in the way of 
purity or weiuht, but we have 
confidence in the government's 
stamp upon it, and we receive it 
without question ; 1101 do we-*know 
for a cerl.-iiiry that there are sulli- 
eieiit sil\(M' coins 111 the yoveriinient 
treasury to make good all silver 
ocrlirrcales, but such is our confl- 
donce in the statements and promise 
of the uov<>rnm<>iit that we freely 
receive sucli certiftoales in return 
for our i;oo<ls and our labor. 

'I'lllis v\ e sei' lio,> sexeial kinds of 
llKUiey wiiii ii' .i|ii:il v:llll(>sean be 
made^ to (irciilate with etiiia' 
purchasing power; yet this equalit\ 
in purchasing power may be destroy- 
ed. A notable example of dt>- 
preciation of paper money happened 
dniiuij; Ihe civil \^ ir .\i the 
beeinniiiig of the ^\.•.• . , ;,e • n 
ment bori-owed large sums of monoy 
by the issue of bonds; the war con- 
tinued and the uKuiey was soon ex- 
hausted. Unable to i^rocm-e any 
more funds in this way. Congress 
voted to issu(> in(>oiivcrlibl»> notes 
ealh'd "(Treeiiliacka ;" they were 
sinqily promises lo psy at some 
time or oilier, nobody knew when 
uor liow. They were made legal 
tender, and evei-ybody was otdiued 
to ncce|)t them in payment ..f del>ts 
As confidence in tin- ""X etntiient 
sank, the purchasing ; ,d' the 

"(Greenbacks'' became ie.-^s. At 
one time, the price of gold went to 
"280; that is, it took two dollars and 
eighty cents in "Oreenback" 
iihMiey to «>(|iial, in piindiasitiir pow- 
er, one dollar in gold, — yormal 
Jnsfritdor.

Talking by smoke was one of the 
means of communication upon the 
American plains in the early days 
of travel. This kind of talk soon 
became intelligible to the traveler, 
so that he understood ihe sii>nif5- 
cance of the spir-es of smoke which 
he sometimes saw rising from n 
distant ridge or hill, and answered 
ill kind from a different direction. 
U was the signal talk of the Indians 
across miles of intervening country, 
and was used in rall,\iiig the 
warriors for an allaCK, or in warn 
iug I hem of a retreat when that 
seemed necessary. 

TIh> Inni.ins had a way of send- 
ing up the smoke in riotis and 
puffs, knowing that such a column 
would at once be noticed and 
under-stood to l»e a signal, and not 
the smoke frtim some ordinary camp 
fire. 

TIh> rings were made by cov******-.' 
Ihe tire witli a blanket for a mo- 
nieiil, then suddenly rernovini; the 
blanket and allowing the smoke to 
ascend, when the fire was instantly 
covered up again. The column of 
■ascending smoke rinsrs sai(i lo every 
liuii.ui within a cirtde of perhaps 
twenty or thirty miles: " Look 
ont, there is an enemy near." 

A writer in the Chicauo Tribune 
explains that three smokes built 
close togeth(»r meant danger. One 
smoke simiily said " At.tentioir " 
Two meanl. •' Camp at this place" 
To one who has trav.ded upon tiie 
plains the usid'iilness "f this long- 
distance telephone becomes at once 
apparent. Sometimes at ni^rht the 
traveler saw fiery lines crossing the 
sky, shooting up and falling, per- 
haps taking ;i direction diagonal to 
the line of vision. 

If he wasan old timer he iiii<;hl 
intepret Ihe signals, and know Ih.-it 
one fire-arrow — an arrow prepared 
by treating the head of the shaft 
with gunpowder and fine bark — 
meant ( he same as the column of 
moke |)ufTs, najiuely, "An enemy 
IS near." Two fire arrows m(>aiit, 
Diiiiiii'i-." Three airows said. 
Tile eie niy are too many for us " 
Two at r-ows shot up into the air at 
once meant, " We shall attack" 
riiree at once said, " We attack 
now " Thus the untutored savuge 
could telephone as Wfll at night as 
by day.
